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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of invention I in the reply filed on 2/27/07 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 2-9, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Each of these claims recites in line 8 or 9, "the 
uncoated portion of the cable" There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claims. Further regarding claim 1 , this claim recites "fusible metal or metal allow, 
such as solder" which amounts to a broad recitation followed by a narrow recitation of a 
limitation in the same claim. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or 
limitation that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered 
indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of 
the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 
(Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and 
then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) 
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merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a 
required feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte 
Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); 
and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wier (US 6,095,615.) As shown in Figures 1 and 4, Weir teaches the claimed 
construction. It is the Examiner's position that the metal tube of Weir is a coating and as 
such the second portion of the flexible wire cable is coated. Regarding the limitation "by 
dipping" this is a process limitation which does not structurally distinguish over the prior 
art, given the breadth of the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 ,2-9 and 26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Claims 1 1 and 13-15 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
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8. Applicant's arguments filed 10/18/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With regard to claims 27 and 28, there is no limitation that is directed to 
fusing the wires.
